I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
No. 35K 128-100 of the 23rd instant, attached to which 
was @ report from Constable S. L. Grayson of Kinuso 
detachment regarding an Indian by the name of Gambler, 
from Calling Lake, taking his two daughtere from the 
R. 0. School at Wabasca against the wishes of the Kev. 
Principal. I am glad this matter was brought to the 
attention of our Department before any action was taken, 
as I am aware that the expense of getting these ohildren 
back into school would be considerable. Ae I understand 
it now, the road from Athabasca to Calling Lake is prac- 
tically,if not altogether,impassible, as sometime ago I 
intended to go up to Calling Lake and was advised against 
going at that time. Besides, when the policeman arrived 
there Gambler might not be there, and if he were it would 
then be a matter of taking the children from there to 
Wabasoa, which is a long distance, and no doubt the only 
means of transportation would be by boat. 


There is a merchant at Calling Lake by the name 
of Jas. H. McIntosh with whom I have had coneiderable 
correspondence from time to time, and I am directing a 
letter to him today pointing out what Gambler did and 
asking him if the Indian is there, and if so, requesting 
him to advise Gambler to take his children back to Wabasoa. 
Personally I believe thie is all we can do at the present 
time, and later on, if our Department at Ottawe wich to 
go to the expense of having the children back if the father 
has not already done so, the necessary action will be taken. 
I am submitting your report and a copy of this letter to 
our Department, and shall again communicate with you in 
the matter in due course. F

Aw I correct in presuming that the father of Augustin 
and Joseph Stuart was a White man? If so, do you consider the 
Department would be qnetscses in accepting these children as 
grant-earning pupils You know that, when we assume responsibility 
for these children, we often are obliged to incur considerable 
expense in future years. 


The others appear eligible but two of them, viz., George 
Auger and Marie Anne St. Sauveur, are only four and five years 
old, respectively. There seem to be reasons why these should be 
admitted but they are really rather young. Possibly, you might 
have a chance to discuss their cases again with Father Beuglet. 
The admission of Charlotte Houle and Paul Loonskin is approved. 


These cases bring out what we have previously dis- 
cussed, viz., the advisability of concentrating recruiting 
efforts on Treaty Indian children. 1 think you will agree that 
this is the correct policy as, then, no one could question their 
eligibility, whereas, when children whose fathers are White are 
accepted, there is always the possibility of future inquiries and 
other White parents considering that their children should be 
admitted. 


I trust you reached home safely and found everything 
in good shape.

The boy npw claims that he is only 14 years old and asked to be 
taken back to school. 


This is the boy that was badly beaten by Elzear Ominayak, 
treaty number 111 Whitefish and against whom Constable Brown 
asked permission to prosecute. 

This boy is a brother of Elzear Ominayak's wife; he was 
being brought up by his brother-in-law. The boy's ticket number 
is 355 Wabasca Band. 

I belive that the boy's best place to stay is at school 
and I will keep him till he is sixteen, that is, until such time 
as he can earn his own livelihood, as he is being ill treated by 
his sister's husband.

Under date of November 10, 1936, Mr. M. Christianson 
then in charge of the Inspectorate, produced a Departmental 
ruling, possibly emanating from the Department of Justice, re- 
garding parental ownership of illegitimate children and acknow- 
ledging our responsibility for the welfare of Adelaide St Sau- 
veur and her children. 


On September 2nd 1957, I received instructions from 
Mre Inspector Schmidt, who had also investigated the case, to 
endeavoutto place the children of this woman in a school as 
they became of age. The admission of Salomon St Sauveur is in 
keeping with these instructions. 


Further iwestigation was made by Constable Brown, R-C.M 
Pe. last January and as a consequence this woman has returned 
to her father on the Reserve and the man has left the district. 


I am of opinion that these children should be accep- 
ted not only to school but be made treaty Indians, membera of 
the Wabasca Band. The Band itself has no objection to this.

They will soon begin 
cutting their first crop of oats. Next winter, instead 
of buying oats which they usually paid one dollar per 
bushel to freight merchandise from Slave Lake to Wabas- 
ca, the boys are now realizing the great Saving growing 
their own oats means to them. 


As the lads do not have a machine to 
thresh their crop, I have arranged with them to do 
their threshing at the school, but it is hoped that 
they will be given one for next year, even though, it 
be only a small second hand one. I will discuss the 
matter with Mr. Agent L'Heureux first opportunity.

I have your letter of the 2nd instant, with 
reference to applications that you have submitted 
for Charles Gullion and Catherine Houle. The 
Department has been unable to locate the letter of 
Auguet 20 which you state was written to Mr. 
L'Heureux. 


However, while we requested application 
forms for the two children in our letter of July 
27, this was only a routine request due to the 
fact that the names had been shown on the June 
quarter return without any applications having 
been submitted. The Department was not in a 
position to decide if the children were eligible 
for admission until we hed reviewed the application 
forms. 


As you are probably aware, the Department 
has deferred final decision regarding the discharge 
from Indian residential schools in your district 
of pupils whose parents are not now recognized as 
Indians. This decision does not apply to new pupils 
admitted within the last few months and whose 
applications have not been considered. In the 
cases under review the Department hes decided that 
George Gullion and Bernard Houle cannot be recognized 
as Indiens and consequently their children are not 
eligible for admission to an Indian residential 
school.

Sophie Beaver who was hospitalized from January 10th to 
March 10th and for whom forty-one days grant was requested. 
This should have been thirty-two days actually in school 
plus thirty days allowed for hospitalization making a total 
of sixty-two days. This also applies to pupils who lost 
three days on account of a tonsil operation, The Return 
has been adjusted and these children allowed the full 
ninety days grant.

My dear Mr. Phelan: 


Reverend Father Guimont, Principal of the 
Wabasca Indian Residential School, states in a letter recei- 
ved this morning that the above children are now living with 
their parents and attending the Catholic Day-School at Point 
St-Charles. He also says that for the time being, he is 
not taking any interest in them. 


In this connection, Reverend Father Guimont 
wishes to bring to your attention the case of the Johny Cat 
family concerning which there was considerable correspondence 
in November 1944. At that time Mr. Hoey ordered the Protes- 
tant Minister to dismiss the Cat Children who where to be 
registered at and attend the Wabasca R. C. Indian Residential 
School. This Reverend Gentleman paid no attention to Mr. Hoey's 
letter. The two eldest children of this family were baptized 
Catholic and the third one Protestant. Moreover, the three 
youngest children were also baptized Catholic. The children 
of this family are in the Wabasca Anglican Indian Residential 
School. 


Reverend Father Guimont also wishes me to bring to 
your notice the case of the Harvey Alook Family. It is true 
that the father was Protestant but he was married to a Catholic 
girl in the Catholic Church. Their first seven children were 
all baptized Catholics. They were brought to the Church for 
that purpose by their parents themselves. Moreover when one 
of these children died, a few years ago, the parents asked the 
Catholic Priest to attend the fu.eral service These children 
are at the Wabasca Anglican Indian Residential School. 
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Te above two cases are mentioned to illustrate the local

Indian Agent at once. 


On receipt of the Principal’s notice the Indian Agent shall convene & Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil. These members of the Board shall, in each other's 
presence, complete this memorandum, which shall then be forwarded to the Department of 


Indian Affairs, Ottawa, in one copy. 


The Board of Inquiry shall, if at all practicable assemble within 48 hours of the pupil's 
death 


The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shall be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to send a representative They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a statement In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report.

If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases The Department is prepared to pay & reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recomme ndation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 


the Department through the Indian Agent’s office. 


This inquiry is not designed to take the place of, or prevent, any other inquiry, including 


an inquest, which may be required by law. 


If the pupil died as the result of an accident, the Indian Agent is required to take the state- 


ments of the witnesses of the accident, and attach them to this memorandum.

Memorandum ,~ 


Te letter underneath was received by me fron 
His Lordship the Bishop of Athabasca. 
I quite agree with His Lordship that day schools 
at White Fish Lake and Wabiskaw are impracticable at present 


and will be for sometime to come. They have boarding schools 


at each of the above mentioned points which are do ing good 


work, but they are only allowed a per capita crant for 
fifteen pupils at each. The cost of maintenence at these 
outlying potnts is extremely high and it is practically 
impossible to finance a school with such a small number of 
pupils. I am of the opinion that they should have a grant 
for 25 or 30 pupils at each of these schools. There were 
in residence at Wabiskaw last year some 35 pupils and 20 
at White Fish Lake school. 

I understand that the Department has under con- 
sideration the question of an increased grant to boarding 
schools and no doubt if such an increase is made the schools 


in Treaty & Weuld share in the benefit.

Bishop Holmes, of Athabasea, has renewed the re« 
quest for an increased grant to the Chureh of England Board- 
ing Sehoolis at Wabiskaw Lake and Whitefish Lake, Treaty &, 
and for a day sehool grant at Peace River. 

We have lately made them a day sehool grant at 
Lesser Sliave Lake and in 1904-065 a grant of $300.00 for the 
Peace River sehool was voted. No returns were received 
from December, 1907, till December, 1909. The latter was 
received a few days ago and payment has been made. 

While I would not reeommend making an exception 
in favour of these two boarding sehools in the matter of 
per capita grant I am of opinion that the question of an 
inoerease in the pupilage is worthy of consideration. 

The returns from the Yabiskaw sehool show that 
in the June quarter, last, there were enrolled 327 pupils 
and ir. the Deoember quarter 19. His Lordship claims that 
this reduction was made because they could not afford to 
kesp any in exoess of the number for whom the Department 
will pay the grant; not because of any lack of pupils. 
There has also been a reduction in the number maintained 
at Whitefish Lake. 

There are several argurents that might be advanced 
in favour of an increased pupilage at these points. 

In the first place the same staff is required to 
eoniuct a sehool for 16,the number now allowed, as for 25, 


pupils, the number asked for. 
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> © 


The oost of supplies in these outlying poste is 
very high, caused prineipaliy by the excessive freight 
rates. 

Day sohools are and for sometime will be imprac~ 
tieable in this distriot, as the Indians will depend upon 
the hunt for their living for years yet. 

They have acoommodation for the inoreased number 
asked for. 

The earnings of 15 pupils are evidently not 
sufficient to finanoe a sohool. The Bishop states that 
last year he expended $4000.00, collected by him in England, 
in paying deficits that had acorued. The lefieit at Wabis- 
kaw for the year ended June 36th, last, was said to be 
$1000.00. I may here add that the Roman Catholie sohool at 
Yabiskaw Lake reoeives a grant for 25 pupils. 

Mr. Inrseetor Conroy has reported very favour- 
ably on the work being done by these two sehools and I 
would reoommend that provision be made in tns supplementary 
estimates for a grant of $72.00 to 10 additional pupils 


each at Yabiskaw and Yhitefish Lake.

You wijl recollect that your Department allows for our 
Society's Lesser Slave Lake and White Fish Lake Schools in 
Alberta, a per capita grant of $165. (145. plus 20.) for 25 
children. The White Fish Lake School has at present 16 Treaty 
children in residence, with 2 more about to be admitted, and as 
the Lesser Slave Lake has about the same number, I am writing 

further assist our Society in looking 

moral, and physical interest of these 
children, by allowing a grant for a greater pupilage. The 
school buildings I admit are very poor, and do not measure up to 
the standards required by your Department, but a good work has 
been, and continues to be accomplished in them. The cost of 
maintenance, however, is pressing heavily upon us, and any 
relief you could furnish in the way of allowing an inerease in 
the pupilage - say from 25 to 40 - would be most deeply 
appreciated.

The above is a partial list of residental schools 
in connection with which the Department pays a per capita 
grant. In these oases the Department did not build the 
schools and doses not exercise the rights of ownership, It 
is noted that the last seven in the above list are in one 
agency 1.6. the Grouard Agenoy. 


In a number of these cases the Department ta 
being asked to assume financial responsiblity and to pay 
@rants towards the capital costs of the buildings, besides 
miking additional grants for additions, repairs and maintene 
ance. In at least some instances there a-e undertakings on 
the part of the Department to furnish certain financial 
assistance, Many of the arrangements made in the past in 
this connection have been verbal in nature and the terms are 
not of definite record. It would seam clear, however, that 
in some, if not all cases the Department is obligated to some 
degree at least, but the lack of written records and agree- 
ments makes it very diffioult to determine the nature and 
extent of this responsibility. 


The fact that the Department has undertaken the 
payment of per capita grants implies a certain responsibility 
for the up-keep of the buildings, if not for the oapital 
costs. 


In my opinion it is necessary that the Department 
adopt a general policy for the purpose of dealing with these 
difficulties and I wuld respeotfully offer the following 
suggestions for your considerat! on: 
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te That the Department of Indian Affairs undertake 
the payment of per capital grants and any financial aid 
towards the cost of wuiiding only when the prior authority 
of the Department hes been granted. This authority should 
gover such matters as site, sige and nature of school 
buildings. 


2e That such authority in all cases be set out in 
a formal and definitely wrded agreement for the guidance of 
Departmental officials, as a matter of record and for the 
purpose of avoiding future misunderstand(ngs. 


3. That the schools now operating by authority of 
the Department as recognized by the payment of per capita 
grants be assisted from time to tine as cirounstances warrant 
and finanoial conditions permit.

4. That the various missionary «oolietios 
notafied of the above rulings.

During my visit to Ottawa on the 9th ulto. I 

was informed that you had under consideration, as an 

economic measure, the question of closing at least two 

of our Society's Indian Residential Schools, namely, 

St. Andrew's at White Fish Lake (Atikameg, P.0.) and 

St. John's at Wabasca, both in northern Alberta, and of 

establishing Indian Day or Improved Indian Day Schools 

instead. This information was duly presented to our 

Commission, when the members, under the Chairmanship 

of His Grace, the Archbishop of Rupert's Land, unanimously 

decided to recommend to the Executive Committee of our 

Society, that you be earnestly requested to refrain 

from making any alteration whatever in the status of 

these schools during the duration of the prevailing war. 


The Commission's decision has been communicated 
to the Executive Committee, but as the General Secretary 
(Canon L.A. Dixon, M.A., D.D., 0O.B.¥.) is at present 


absent from Toronto, and as the Executive will not meet 
until towards the end of the current month of November 

I have thought it advisable, seeing that the Estimates 

for the Indian Affairs Branch for the coming fiscal year 
are now in the course of preparation, to write to you 

at once in the matter. In due course, you will, no doubt, 
hear from our Society's General Secretary in this connexion. 


While the members of our Commission are as keenly 
desirous of effecting economies at the present time, as 
any group of loyal citizens could possibly be, they are 
convinced that the change you have under contemplation 
would not produce the result you desire. A careful exam- 
ination of the expenditures made by the Government during 
recent years for these two schools, and a comparison of 
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the same with an estimate of what expenditures would 
have to be made to provide and equip and maintain the 
type of school suggested, leaves no doubt in the mind 
of any member of our Commission that the change, so 
far as effecting economies are concerned, would not 
be justified. 


Further, as a very considerable number of 
the Indian children now in residence at these schools 
come from too great a distance to be able to attend 
daily, they would be deprived of the educational 
facilities which the existing schools provide. 


There are other considerations in connexion 
with this question which are of vital importance to 
the Missionary Society of our Church and the members 
of our Commission desired me to say 1at they would 
greatly appreciate an opportunity of discussing some 
of these with you sometime when you happen to be in 
Winnipeg.

regarding the Whitefish Lake School: 


The Whitefish Lake School is in the lesser Jlave 
Lake Agency and in thie agency there are two Indian Residential 
Sehools, operated under the auspices of the Church of England, 
Both of these buildings are church-owned, The authorized 
pupilage et these two schools is ae follows: 


wabasca - 35 
hitefish Lake <- 30. 


Totel ~ 65 


In the 1944 Census the religion of the Indians in 
this agency is not stated, Consequently, to give you an idea 
of the religious effilietions of the Indians in the. lesser Slave 
Lake Agency, I supply the iJollowing information from the 1939 
Census:- 


Number in bend - 3238 
Number of Church of England Indians - 292 
Number of Roman Catholic Indians - 2296 


The above figures show that the Indians who are adherents of the 
Chureh of England number approximately 9% of the total Indian 
population in the agency. 


The 1939 census also shows thet et that time there 
were 796 children between 7 and 16 years of age. Presumably, 
et least 9% of these would be children whose parents are 
adherents of the Church of England, This would mean that 
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approximately 71 children of school age would require ediucation 
under Church of England euspices. 


From the ebove figures, you will note that while 
there were approximately 71 children there was accommodation 
provided in the two residential schools for 65. 


I wish also to direct your attention to a letter 
dated November 3, 1941, from Reverend T,:.i. estgate, Jecretary 
of the M.5.C.C. This letter was addressed to the Honourable Mr. 
Crerar and expressed the opinion that day schools would not be 
satisfactory in that particular erea, As stated in my memorandum 
of March 8, there have been frequent requests from the Church of 
England for the inclusion of an item of approximately $35,000.00 
in our appropriation, in order to provide ea new residential school 
at Whitefish Lake. Owing to conditions in the past few years, 
we have not included such an item in our approprietion, nor was 
it included in the estimates recently prepared for the fiscal 
yoer 1946-47.

MEMORANDUM 3 


= THE ACTING DEPUTY MINICTER - 


May I refer to my memorandua to you 
dated March 16th and your reply thereto dated March 19th, 
In this connection, I am sending forward for your informa- 
tion an edditionel report on the subject received by me from 
Mr. Phelan. 


It is my understanding thet these small 
schools « one at Whitefish Lake and the other at "abasca, both 
the property of the Chureh of Gngland < are st present in a 
somewhat dilapidated ané insanitary condition. The proposal 
made by the department to Doctor Yestgate a few years ago that 
these schoole might be replaced by improved day schools was not 
acceptable to the Chureh authorities, I am personally of the 
opinion, in view of the numerous demands that are reaching us 
algost daily for the rebuilding of schools destroyed by fire 
and for the construction of day schools, that it will not be 
possible to rebuild at either Whitefish Lake or Wabasce at any 
time in the immediate future. In the meantime, this territory 
should be thoroughly surveyed by a competent educationist at the 
time an educational survey is undertaken at Nay River.

I 
sincerely regret that the classroom hed to be closed during 
this period; but it was opened again as soon as 4& new worker 
arrived. 


I may say that we always find it difficult to fill 
vacancies which occur unexpectedly at the end of the year. z 
am confident that the school has carried on effectively with 
full classroom work since the beginning of February.

The parents of 
the other two children are not living in the vicinity of 
Whitefish Lake. If and when I am able to contact the above 
mentioned parents, I shall endeavour to have the children 
placed in the Anglican School at Whitefish Lake. 


I am of the opinion that there are insuffiént children 
living in this area, whose parents are recognized as members 
of the Anglican Church, to bring the enrollment at the 
Anclican Residential School, Whitefish Lake, up to 30. On 
October 6th Mr. Cathcart wrote to this office and listed only 
7 Anglican children who were not in attendance at his school.

(No.131-10-5) in which you decline to authorize any expenditure for 
repairs to our Society's School at White Fish Lake, and offering 
the recommendation that logs be taken out this winter and a new 
building erected in the Spring, I beg to state that so far as our 
Society is concerned the recommendation for the erection of a 
log huilding is wholly unacceptable. On page 2,section 4, sub- 
section (a) of my letter to the Deputy Superintendent General 
dated Nowe 22, 1923 it is stated in the list of Residential Schools 
required by our Society that a"new School should be established 
at Lesser Slave Lake with increased capacity of enrollment to 

ake the place of the one now established there and the one at 
White Fish Lake" 


Our Society is still of the opinion that the provision of 
the new and enlarged School therein suggested will afford the best 
and most economical solution to the problem of Indian Jducation 
in that part, and I trust that your Department may approve of this 
arrangement and undertake the erection of a modern and fully 
equipped building at an early date. 


As the sprection of new School buildings for our Society 
at other contres have a prior claim on your Department it is 
necessary that the present buildings at both White Fish Lake and 
Lesser Slave Lake should be made habitable for at least another 
year, and it is for this reason that I feel constrained to again 
ask you to give favourable consideration to the request for 3500.

The Rev. C. D. White, Principal of our Society's 
Indian Residential School at White Fish Lake, Alta., is very 
anxious to know what improvements at this school have been 
sanctioned by your Department for the current fiscal year. 


In the list of requirements submitted to you by our 
Commission in the autumn of 1929, the sum of $500.00 was specified 
in this connection, provided the amalgemation of our three schools 
in Northern Alberta could not be undertaken this year. 


When I visited this school in March of the current 
calendar year, I made & list of the most urgent requirements, and 
these were as follows:- 


Renewal of foundation logs in the main school building 4200.00 
(This school was built in 1906 and the foundation has 

not been renewed since). 
Lining the class-room with peaver DOATA cececcecceees 100.00 
Building a new Cow Stable eccccccccecccccrssecesesecs 300.00 
Bpilding an implement Shed ceccereeserccccccccccceces 250.00 
Lumber for general TepBiTS eececececseoseossesesoress 100.00 


On April 15th I made known to you these urgent needs, 
and on April 25th your reply stated that as your Department hoped 
to replace these three institutions in the not distant future, and 
as your appropriation was extremely limited, no items were 
included for replacement or repairs at these three schools. You 
also suggested that the management get along as well as they could 
with the equipment now on hand. 


As the contemplated amalgamation hes not taken place, and 
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“o “ 


Qisveiy to be deferred, so far as I can see at present, for at 
_sast another year, I em convinced some improvements must be 
undertaken at once. 


As this is the time of year when the logs required for 
these improvements could be secured to the best advantage, I shall 
be glad to know if your Department will authorize an expenditure 
for this purpose, and the amount of the same. The total estimated 
cost of the improvements, including materials and labour, is 
approximately 1,000.00. If you will authorize an expenditure of 
$500.00 for the materials, I will ask the Principal to arrang& 
for payment to be made after April lst of next year, when 4 rther 
sum of $500.00 will be required to meet the cost of labour.

I beg to submit the following report of 
an inspection which I made of several residential schools 
in the Lesser Slave Lake Agency on the occasion of my 
recent visit to that district. The schoois visited 
were :-

¢ St. Peter's &*St. Bernard's at Grouard 
St. Bruno's on the Lesser Slave Lake 


St. Prancois Xavier in the Grande Prairie District 


ST. ANDREW'S INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL (C. of E.) 
WHITEFISH LAKE RESERVE. 


This school is situated on the Little 
Whitefish Lake, and is 45 miles north east of Grouard, 
and about 60 miles from Enilda, the closest railway 
point on the Northern Alberta Railway to the school. 
The road in from Grouard, for the greatest part, has 
been cut through a heavy growth of bush, and during 
the summer months I can readily see that at times it 
would be difficult to freight in supplies, but during 
the winter, when the muskegs and lakes are frozen over, 
the question of transportation is not a difficult one. 

I visited this school on February 10th, 
and found 22 children in attendance, 10 boys and 12 
girle. There were also 3 non-treaty children attending 
@s day scholars. The Rev. C. D. White is in charge

as Principal and has acted as such for many years. He 
has, as assistants, Mr. James Stone, teacher, who is 
non-professional, Miss Punchard, matron, and Mrs. Howe, 
cook. 

The buildings include the residence for 
the children, a residence for the Principal, a separate 
building for a classroom, a horse and cow stable, as well 
@s a storehouse. All the buildings have been constructed 
with log walls. The Principal's residence was erected 
about thirty-five years ago. The residence for the 
children was erected over twenty-five years ago. This 
building was not placed on a foundation in the first 
instance; the foundation logs have rotted, which makes 
the floors very uneven and has put the windows and doors 
out of line. The cellar is merely a hole in the ground. 
The building provides a kitchen, a small staff dining 
room, & girls' playroom, which is 4lso used as a 
community room for holding services and so forth, a 
small dining room, which is also used as a playroom for 
the boys during the winter months. The upstairs provides 
two staff bedrooms, one for the lady members, and the 
other for the teacher who supervises the boys. The 
boys' dormitory is 16‘ x 18', with a pitched roof, the 
inside of which has not been ceiled, and consequently 
provides a certain amount of ventilation through the 
cracks. There are 9 beds in this dormitory for 10 boys, 
two of the younger ones having to double up. fThe girls’ 
dormitory is 16" x 20' in size, with a pitched roof 
similar to that of the boys’. There are 11 beds for 12 


girls, 2 of the smaller ones having to sleep together. 
The windows 
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The windows in thie building are small and narrow, each 
sash containing 4 - 10” x 12" lights. 

A few wash basins are provided in each 
dormitory, and individual towels, as well as tooth brushes, 
are supplied. The conveniences in this school are 
necessarily rather primitive. Coal oil lamps are used for 
lighting and box stoves for heating purposes. 

Six Pyrene fire extinguishers are placed at 
convenient points throughout the building. The water 
supply is obtained from the Whitefish Lake, and has to be 
hauled to the building. There is no adequate provision 
made for water storage. Ladders, which can be leaned up 
against the windows, are provided as a means of escape in 
case of fire. 

The washing for the school is @11 done in 
the kitchen as they have no other place in which to do it. 
The consequence is that during the winter months, on wash 
days, the school is not 4 very pleasant place, and the 
clothes are hung up to dry in the kitchen, the girls' 
Playroom, the dining room, and, in fact, practically the 
whole building has to be utilised. On the evening of my 
arrival, which was on wash day, when I entered the school 
I had to dodge clothes lines. These are difficulties which 
have to be put up with in the older class of schools such 
as this. The floors are rough and uneven, but I found them 
very clean. As a matter of fact, the building was in a very 
creditable condition considering the class of building it 
is, and I can readily understand that it is a difficult 

matter to keep

matter to keep this building in presentable shape. A new 
building is badly required. 

The classroom is a new log building 19' x 21', 
with a 9 ft. ceiling. It is lighted by 4 smill windows, 
one at each side of the door in front, and 2 at the end. 
These windows have 4 - 10x12 lights in each sash. It will 
be readily understood that these small windows in a thick 
log wall do not give very much light. If the front 
windows were doubled up, it would greatly improve the 
lighting and at no very great cost. 

The children heave a healthy, clean, and 
bright appearance. They looked well nourished. I saw them 
at their evening meal, and noted that ample good, wholesome 
food was supplied for the meal. They have porridge and 
milk, as well as bread and lard for breakfast, meat and 
vegetables daily for dinner, and for their supper they get 
bread and lard, as well as fruit, puddings, and so forth. 

A sufficiently large garden is planted each 
year to provide potatoes and other vegetables for the 
requirements of the school. The sample of potatoes shown 
me was of very good quality, and the Principal tells me 
that they have no difficulty in raising all the vegetables 
they require. 

The Principal appears to be a very earnest 
and kindly man. I am sure that his presence on the 
reserve exerts a good influence on the Indians. 

Separate outside toilets are provided for 
the boys and for the girls. I found these toilets in a 


cleanly condition.

I have the honour to report on an 
inspection of the Church of England Indian Board 
ing School at Whitefish Lake: I was informed 
that thie mission was founded in 1892 and thet 
the present school was erected in 1906. The 
school consists of three log buildings which 
are getting pretty dilapidated and need repair- 
ing badly. 

When I arrived there the children 
had been discharged: Therefore I am unable to 
report on the claseroom work. There are 29 
children in residence, 

The Staff consiste of the Rev. C. 
White, Principal, Mise M. H. Punchard, Matron; 
Mre. E. E. Howe, Cook and General Helper; Mr. 
J. Stone, Farming Inetructor. 

The School has about 4 acres of 
garden .

Dear Doctor “cGill; 


I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your letter No. 
160-2 of the 24th instant in connection with Indian Residential 
Schoole under the auspices of the Church of England in the Peace 
River country. I have aleo read over carefully the copy of your 
letter to Doctor Westgate from which I take it that his sugges- 
tion was to consolidate the schools at the Whitefish lake and 
Wabasca Reserves and build a mo@ern structure at the Eastern end 
of Lesser Slave Lake. 


Personally I think this arrangement would not be very satis- 
factory as the school would be located too far from the recruits 
ing ground. As you are aware, the Roman Catholic Church have @ 
large school at Wabasoa and just speeeete from memory, when I was 
there a year ago last summer there were 85 Indian children and 4o 
Halfbreed children in the echool. At the Anglican mission, 7 
miles distant, there were 30 children. What will happen there if 
the school is closed down and one built at Slave Lake is that the 
Anglican parents at Wabasca will all join the R. C. ohurch so that 
they can send their children to that institution at Wabasca, and 
in a short time we would not be able to recruit any children from 
there with the exception of a few orphans: Not that I have any 
concern as to which church the Indians belong to, but I am merely 
pointing out what is liable to be the outoome of theproposed 
change if put into effect, as it has so happened at other places, 
The roads from Wabasca to Slave Lake, a distance of about 100 
miles are practically impassible in the summer and especially in 
wet weather, and I have been informed that the only y you can 
get through is with team and lumber wagon with a emall load, 


A situation similar to the above would arise at Whitefish 
Lake and we would have the same difficulty in reoruiting ohild- 
ren for the new school from there. The Indians would gradually 
go over to the R.C. Church so that they could send their children 
to Grouard instead of to a school down at the South end of the 
lake. As far as I know there is no traib on the North side of 
Slave Lake and they would have to be brought up to Grouard and 
then down the South side of the lake to wherever the school was 
built, and this would be at least another 100 miles. There may, 
however, be some trail straight through that I do not know if. 


I am sure Dr. Westgate is aware of the difficulties en- 
countered in recruiting for a school that is any great distance 
from the reserve, Elkhorn, for instant, and I think this matter 
should receive a great deal of thought before any change is made. 
I might state that to the best of my knowledge the reserves along 
Lesser Slave Lake are almost hundred per-cent Roman Catholic,

There- 
fore, it is out of the question to get any material in 
there during the summer, and as roads generally preak 
up during March all hauling would have to be completed 
by at least the end of that monthe

Dear Mr. Orr: 


As this is my first letter to you in 1936, I shall 
commence by wishing you and yours (including your favourite 
Scottie) health, happiness and prosperity throughout the year 
upon which we have entered. 


Pursuant to my Report on the Whitefish Lake project, 
I had a talk on the subject with Mr. Inspector Christianson 
this morning, and on his suggestion I am writing you now to 
bring prominently to your attention the need of establishing a 
camp in advance of building operations, if it is the intention 
to build this year. 


Because of the remoteness of the place, and the 
absence of accomodation, it would appear very necessary to 
provide a storage shed for such materials as cement, lime, 
gypsum, etc, which would require protection from the weather. 
Then there should be a bunk-house for workmen, and a mess- 
house for meals. Stoves, tables, benches and bunks should be 
provided. Lumber for these buildings, nails, roofing paper, 
stoves, etc, could be shipped in, and the buildings erected, 
previous to the general hauling of building materials. The 
teamsters would then have somewhere to eat and sleep after 
the long haul through the wilds; and these temporary buildings 
would also house the artisans who would come later. 


It is therefore respectfully suggested that if the 
Department decides to build the proposed school this year, that 
authority be given to proceed as early as possible in providing 
the essential temporary buildings. I have had previous 
experience in setting up working camps, and, if so instructed, 
would be pleased to undertake this preliminary preparation, and 
perform any other services which the Department might require. 


In anticipation of the Department's authority, I shall 


draw rough plans of the suggested temporary buildings, and 
prepare a list of materials required, so that there need be no 
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ny

avoidable delay if authority comes to proceed with this work. 
These buildings, would of course, be of inexpensive type, but 
suitable for the purposes in view, 


and could probably be 
utilized as outbuildings by the Mission afterwards as has been 
the case in some other instances.

by train on Jan'y 2nd, arriving at vriftpvile at A.M, 
on the 3rd, I was met by Mr. N,L'Heureux, Indian Agent, who 
drove me to his home, 


At 1.30 FE t Srd, we left vriftpile by sleigh 
for Whitefish Lake, feureux, who accompanied me, had 
made preparations in & >, and we occupied a "caboose" 

mounted on bob-sleighs, in which were placed © small sheet- 
iron stove, fuel, provisions and bedding. we were driven by 
Charlie anderson, the Agency Interpreter, she temperature was 
24 degrees below zero, with 12" of snow, 


we proceeded by way of voussard, crossing Lesser slave 
Lake on the ice, and reaching Grouard at 6,30 PM after a drive 
of 26 miles, where we were kindly received at the #,C,Mission 
where we spent the night, 


Leaving Grouard vission at 8 AM of the 4th, we drove

all day through &® roysh push country, breaking the trail 


through the snow, 4 at 6 PM stopping for the night about 
25 miles from Grouerd, and about 16 miles from our destin- 
ation, we slept in the caboose, with an outside temperature 
of 35 below zero, starting again at 8 AM of the 5th (Sunday) 
we reached st, Andrew's Anglican "ission at 11 AM of th 

day, Our journey of approximately 70 miles occupied 2 d 

17 hours of actual travelling time, 


brincipel, received us kindly, 

remainder of the day, and overnight. 
On Monday morning, tl th yvan'y, in a temperature of 54 
degrees below zero, and through 18" of snow, he conducted us 
to his choice of site for the pronosed new school, This site 
is about 150 yds to the rear of the existing Mission buildings, 
and distant about 350 yds from the lake, with an elevation of 
about 50 ft above the lake level, being on the crest of a 
fair sized knoll, with the land sloping away in 411 directions, 
It impressed me as being a@ suitable building site, high and 
dry, with good drainage facilities, and facing the lake with 
a $.W. outlook, i have indicated the site in pencil, shown on 
Lot 4, snglish vhurch mission plot, Plan of Atikamisis Lake 
Settlement ,enclosed herewith, A little land clearing will be 
necessary in removing trees, enclose ®& snap-shot of the site, 
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with scard to a water-supply for the sropvosed school, 
there are 2 existing s } f supply-- one the lake itself, 
and the other being Minx River. The Rev. Prin. states that the 
latter is much the better water, particulerly in the summer, lL 
asked him to guide me in the most direct line from the building 
site to the nearest point on the river, which he undertook to do, 
yollowing him I tramped through deep snow and dense bush, past 
two Indian cemeteries, then through tie thick brush, until I 
fancied we were both lost! Finally we emerged beside on Indian' 
shack fronting on the river, and guarded by threatening huskies, 
I had attempted to pace the distance as I followed my guide, 
but the travelling was so circuitous that I had to give it up, 
and I'm sure & water-line trench is impracticable in that direct- 
jon, and the distance too great, probably nearly half a mile. 
yhe 2nd existing source of water-supply (from the leke) 
ig much more feasible, but would reauire about 350 yds. of vive 
and a 7 ft, trench across land already cleared, as the lake is 
shallow near the shore it might be necessary to sink ® well near 
the shore to a depth well below the bottom of the lake ice, and 
to take the water from such well. whe lake water should enter 
the well freely through sand and gravel, and be filtered to 
some extent at the same time. A small well-house and pumping 
plant could be built over the suggested well when proven, and 
the water forced to 4 pressure-tanx or reservoir at the school, 


A Sra possibility for a water-supply would be to dig a 
well at or near the site, and if @& suitable supply could be 
obtained in this way it would prove less costly then taking it 
from the lake, As well-drilling rigs are not available in that 
region, any well would have to be dug, It might prove worth 
while to try this chance first. 


pend and gravel, especially sand, are said to be 
procurable at no great distance from the Mission, Local 
inquiries resulted in © tub of gravel being brought for my 
examination by a half-breed who hed dug it with pick and shovel 
from frozen ground on his own place, the sample, though rather 
dirty from surface soil, indicated gravel suitable for concrete, 
and as it was said to be from & large body, I think we may safely 
ussume that sufficient sand and gravel are available not far from 
the proposed site. Owing to the extreme low temperature and 
deep snow I did not prospect for sand and gravel myself, but 
had to depend on local information in this regard. 


As coal is not available at whitefish Lake, but an 
unlimited supply of wood in the adjoining bush, the heating 
boilers would require to be wood-burning, she trees in the 

locality are mostly popler, vith a scattering of fir and 
other conifers, perhaps two moderate-sized boilers might be 
preferable to one large boiler, and easier transported. 


the existing buildings at st. Andrew's Mission are 
unpretentious one-storey log structures with attics above, 
and somewhat dilapidated in appesrance, About 25 young 
Indian children were in residence, and the small Staff of 
five appeared to be carrying on courageously under adverse 
conditions, and with no modern conveniences to mitigate their 
hardships, she children were well-behaved, and everything 
seemed to be running smoothly and harmoniously in the work 
of this remote Mission on the fringe of civilization. 


Transportation is 4 very important factor in connection 
with any building programme at whitefish Lake, Roads, as 
generally understood, are non-existent, there being only 
ungraded trails winding through the bush, often over muskeg 


surfaces, It is said that summer hauling over the mskegs 
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between Lesser Slave and whitefish Lakes is impossible, and 

that all heavy hauling must be done during the winter months 

if at all. such being the case it would seem imperative that 

if a modern school is to be built this year at whitefish Lake 
then the promptest possible action must be taken to eet the imtte 
building materials delivered before the spring break-up, which 


I am told usually occurs about the end of march, occasionally 
& little later, 


eo. 


ur, L'Heureux assures me he can get sufficient 
Indians and their teams to do the hauling, and that a number 
of them are already keeping their horses fed so as to have 
them in good shape for this anticipated work, He says the 
hauling will give them a chance to earn some much-needed cash, 
and that he would like it awarded only to indians, and not 
to white men with other sources of relief, From the railway 
to Whitefish Lake will take 4 days for the round trip, and 
assuming 3500 lbs to a load, the heuling cost will probably 
run to about $14,00 a ton, This estimate is on the basis of 
$6.00 a day for man and team, from which they would have to 
find their own hay, oats, food and shelter, 


Regarding the route to be followed in hauling 
materials from the railway to whitefish Lake, one alternative 
would be to unload at urouard station (marked Enilde on old 

maps) then to haul the 14 miles to Grouard R,.C,Mission, then 
40 miles throught the bush to destination. whis route avoids 

crossing Lesser Slave Lake, which is sometimes precarious, 
Another alternative being investigated by mr. L'Heureux is to 
unload at wriftpile station adjoining the agency, then haul 
direct north, crossing Lesser Slave Leake, then continuing 
northerly through the bush over an old trail not used for some 
years, and which will require opening up again, should this 
route be found feasible it would shorten the haul somewhat, and 
the unloading from the railway, and the starting out of the 
teams, could be more readily supervised, the drawback would 
be the crossing of Lesser Slave Leake, even if the trail itself 
through the bush were found practicable, ur, L'Heureux intends 
making a thorough examination of the possibilities of this 
alternative route, and will report his findings to me at an 
early date. she cost of hauling would probably be the same by 
either route, 


if it is the vepartment's intention to build the 

school this year 1 shall make bold to offer respectfully a 
few suggestions for consideretion, phecause of the urgency of 
early hauling, and to avoid the delay incidental to the adver- 
tising for tenders and the awarding of a contract, 1 would 
suggest either that a reliable contractor be nomineted by 
the vepartment to carry out the work on some such basis as 
“cost plus", under vepartmental supervision; or that the work 
be done by day-labour under the direction of a building 
inspector of the vepartment, I would further suggest that a 
car of lumber, roofing paper, nails, stoves, etc, be delivered 
at an early date so that a bunk-house, mess-house and storage 
shed could be built in advance, and a working camp established 

in readiness for occupancy, whitefish Lake is an isolated 
place, and 811 necessary facilities will have to be provided 
from the outside,

Reverend Sir: 


I have your letter of the 21st instant, requesting 
to be informed if funds will be available for the erection of a 
new residential school building at Whitefish Lake during the 
coming fiscal year. 


In reply I have to say that definite instructions 
have been issued by the Treasury Board for a drastic cut in our 
Appropriation. Therefore, the amount that was ineluded for the 
erection of new buildings had to be deleted. Our Estimates 
have now been passed by Parliament. 


I may add that it is understood the Government 
intends to provide an appropriation under the Public Works 
Construction Act. The Department is endeavouring to obtain, 
from thie appropriation, sufficient funde to purchase the 
materiale required in the construction of a building at White- 
fish Lake, in order that delivery can be made at the dite, by 
next winter's freight. At the present time, I am not in a 
position to advise whether the funds to commence the work at 
thie echool will be provided. The Department regrets very much 
that it was necessary to greatly reduce the appropriation for 
the carrying out of ite educational work during the coming 
fiscal year. It may be the middle of May before we will be 
definitely avare as to the appropriation that will be avail- 
= for new buildings, including the school at Whitefish

I have Mr. Mermagen'se letter of the 19th instant, 
referring to an interview of Hie Lordship the Bishop of 
Athabasca with this Department, in connection with the Anglican 
Indian Residential Schools at Whitefish Lake and Wabasca, Alta., 
and requesting that a grant, to the amount of $500.00, be 
provided for each of these schools, to carry out urgent repairs, 
in order to place them in a satisfactory condition for next 
winter's use. 


In this connection I have to say that the Depart- 
ment will approve of your Society arranging to have the repairs 
required carried out, at a cost for material and any labour to 
an amount not exceeding the sum of $500 at each school. I would 
request that you obtain itemized accounts, in triplicate, 
covering the cost of all material, and that returns be kept of 
the labour employed, other than that which can be performed by 
the staff of the school. These labour returns should give the 
name of the person employed, the number of days or hours and 
the rate paid. The accounte could be certified by yourself or 
your Aesistant Secretary-Treasurer and forwarded to the Depart- 
ment for payment. Should your Society make payment at the time 
the materiale are delivaved and the labour performed, the 
cheque could be sent your Society, in reinbursement for the 
expenditure of the above mentioned amounts.

on November 16, 1957, Mr. Indian Agent 
L'Heureux, of Driftpile, Alta., wrote to the Reverend 
Ref. Catheart, Principal of our St. andrew's School 
at White Fish Lake, Alta., statin that you had granted 
authority for the éxpenditure of 0.00 for enlarging 
the sleeping quarters at this Sehool. 


It would appear that when this autho- 
rity was requested a list of the materials required 
was submitted in a letter dated October Zend, and it 
was the expectation of the Prineipal that he himself 
would be allowed to purchase the material and to engage 
the necessary labour. It would also appoer that the 
prineipal reckoned thet the grant authorized would 
cover all expenditures involved. 


fhe Prinocipal found, however, that 
practically ell of the gront was spent on the materials 
which were purchased by the Indian Agent, and he 
applied to our Commission for supplementary grants 
amounting to $220.00 for labour. As the Comission 
did not have atl the facts of the case pefore them 
at that time they sanetioned this expenditure, but 
ginee receiving the fol) owing additional information 
they feel justified in requesting your Branch of Govern- 
nent to reimburse them to thet extent:-

from Driftplle, 70 miles further away than wae 
necessary, 28 we have a sawmill only 50 milos away. 
The whole thing was simply this thet bis own friends 
obtained the business regarfless of extra eost 

at the expense of St. sndrer's Mission. the money 
I expected to spend on the logs went into the 

wrong kind of lumber and freighting. He syen® all 
of the $500.00 exeept $55.00 which went towards 

the eost of landing the logs here ccccocsce DOCRUDO 
of the Indian Agent's handling of the 9600.00 I can- 
not complete the building with less than 9125.00 
from the Commission, to be spent chiefly on labour”. 


On December 6th, 1957, our Camission 
authorized an expenditure for labour of 9100.00, and 
again on July 16th of the current year, 1956, they 
authorized a further expenditure of $120.00, making a 
total authorized expenditure of $280.00. 


As it appears to be quite clear fram the 
above statement of the Principal that this additional 
expenditure on the part of the Comiuission would not have 
ocen neosssary had he been allowed to purchase the material 
or had the Indian Agent purclmeed it in the nost esonanical 
way, the Comission feo] justified in asking that they be 
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reimbursed to the extent specified, and we will be obliged 
if you will furnish us with your cheque for that amount.

way, the Commission feel justified in asking that they be 
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reimbursed to the extent specified, and we will be obliged 
if you will furnish us with your cheque for that amount.

The flag has been an 
oft-repeated item on this school's previous requisitions. as 
best as I can remember it dates back three years when the ini- 
tial demand was made. As to the fire extinguishers, I quote from 
ny treaty notes: 

"Reve Principal inguires for Union Jack an ‘or Fire Extin- 
guishers. Asked him to submit requisition on sheet separate 
from that for school materiale - Allowance for fire extin- 
guishers could be reduced to one for every 525 sqe ft of room 
as buildings are of logs, very old and are reguhar fire nest 
although they are kept in good state of maintenance.- Had two 
small fires during last two yaesr; one burned area 5' x 5! 
in roof before it could be reached; cause not told. Type best 
suited could be the soda an acid type, size 2ggallons although 
for easy manipulation by children some of Pyrene pump type 
could be supplied. Fire crills should be held evry 3 monthse 
Fire escapes should be clear from obstructions.® 

The quantity of extinguishers requisitioned, I find, is 
insufficient and I am communicating again with the Reve Principal 
on this subject. In the meantime I would recommend the supply of 
those requisitioned.

Schmidt, 
the Inspector for the Province, there was pointed out the urgent 
need for buildings and repairs to ti 
stock and the need of a building for our implements, wagons, sleighs, 
etc. In the history of the school the has never been such a buildin 
or anywhere to put the said articles I he training of the children 
in the care of stock and equipment, I feel it is very necessary to 

ive them an object lesson, in the place where they are being trained 
for the future. Our cow barn is forty years old and being of logs is 
rotted to the fourth log giving it a rather dangerous angle. Last 
winter we had one of the animals partly frozen because it is impos- 
sible to keep it warm in our severe winters. The shingling of the 
roofs and the replacement of new logs under the other buildings along 
with lumber to put in the lofts for flooring in order to hold hay and 
new planking and runners for the barns will cost about $500.00 

These were pointed out to you both in your visit and I wag 

assured that everything possible would be done to see that the need 
was met as the above mentioned repairs and replacements were of a 
certainty badly needed. I do not wish for anything elaborate or 
costly. It is, in my humble opinion, much more important to have 
buildings and equipment such as they can copy upon graduation, and now 
such that it will be forever impossible for them to duplicate. Thus 

I feel that if I can have buildings well built of logs, carefully 
plastered so as to be warm and comfortable and keep the stock in 
the way that stock ought to be kept.and cared for then the children 
will be given each a practical object lesson which will remain with 
them through life. All the tools and implements sent into these 
people are never cared for but are left out in all kinds of weather 
ana wherever they finish working. One sees them frozen in on the side 
of the lake and lying stripped of parts wherever their hayfields are 
socated. This summer when going through the bush, parts of mowers 
were picked up in several places by the Farm Instructor. If this 
Situation is to be remedied and the children trained that are gr owing 
up, then this is the place and the only one where it will be done. 
You will I am sure bear me out in this and give me the support and 
co-operation necessary to put it into effect. Personally you will 
lift a very real load off my shoulders by the granting of the above 
and I know that in a like manner it will be deeply appreciated by 
the Commission who are absolutely unable to make the replacements. 
We have at the present time two carpenters at the Mission working 

on the church with funds raised in England and if you could forward 
this request and need to the Department for their sanction so that 

I could have them do the work before they leave as the work is badly 
needed before the cold weather sets in. Would you help me out in 
this matter by your immediate attention and let me kmow the results 
in the very near furture. I would be most graceful and we could get 
a splendid job done by the carpenters at a reduced cost. Their work 
with the Church will be finished in about a month.

floor, and to put in en escape for the girls dormitory in case of fire 
apart from the stairway.In other words with the additiomBlfire sprays 
granted last year,we have everything as safe for the children as it 

is humanly possible to make it in a log building.

T have been requested by the Indian Agent-Mr. Demars-to write to 

you for sanction re the spendingof the $ 400.00 grant upon labour 
alone. There were so many repairs mede to the above Schoolthis year 
in the effort to make it more warm and comfortable for the children and St 
aff that it cost far more than the amount granted and I felt that the 
least trouble for all concerned would be to make it out for labour. This 
last summer we had three carpenters workins on a Church and Community 
Mission Hsol1-(paid for %y friends of the Mission in this country and in the 
Old Land) and as the floors on our Laundry and children's dining room 
were quite rotten in parts from over 45 years of service I had them 
replaced as Well as some insulation work to other parts as the Steff on 
duty in the Staff Room at nichts,4vring the winter time often have to wear 
their overcoats despite a roaring fire.What material I did not have on 
hand for this work from last year I supplied from thet of the Church and 
Mell as I might not be fortumate enough to get any help again for some 
time and I had to act immediately as we so very often have to do in these 
isolated places.Both in labour and material the sum spent was double the 
grant,therefore if the Dept. makes the grant for labour I will forward the 
Labour “eturns to the Agent upon ree-‘pt of your confirmation. [t is 
a wery difficult time to obtain help in the se isolated Schoolsand it is 
certainly made no easier for me or the Commission when living conditions 
are what they are here in a building long overdue in repairs.True we have 
been doing @ little every yeare since the new School promised has failed to 
materialize but dragging it out a little each yesr is a very tiresome job 
and a hindrence to the best in effeciency and good work.It has meant that 
during the last seven years I have heen tied down to this repair work 
each summer while the children were away and have paid my share in no 
holidays. Your attention and kindness to this matter will be appreciated 
and I will Look forward to hearing from you in the very near future. 

The above $ 400.00 grant is for the year 1944.Mr. Demars in a recent 
inspection approved the said repairs made and suggested others necessary

In July 1949, the Northern Alberta Railways Station Agent 
at dnilda informed me that a kitchen ranze for the whitefish Lake 
Residential School, had arrived. I asked the N.A.R. Agent to have a 
local trucker take the range on the next trip to Salt Prairie, a point 
on the road to whitefish Lake. During the summer months frei cht is 
carried by wagon rrom Salt Prairie to Whitefish Lake and, since this 
office has no suitable means or communication with teamsters, it has 
been customary for the school authorities to arrange tor transportation 
beyond Salt Prairie. 


Although I have been in conversation with the principal 
of the Whitefish Lake Residential School on several occasions since 
July 1949, He made no mention of the fact that he had not yet received 
the range until 1 visited Whitefish Lake on February 2nd. After being 
{ntormed that the range was not at Salt Prairie I interviewed the N.A.R. 
Agent at Enilda and found that it was taken by Reverend G. Tessier, O.M.I. 
Principal, Grouard Indian Resideut ial School, to Grouard and that it is 
now in storage at that school. 


When a truck becomes available the kitchen range will be 
transported from Grouapd to the whitefish Lake Residential Schoole

In your letter of May 13th last, Wo. 131-10-9, you 
desired me to furnish you with any additional info rmation 
which Mr. Cathcart, Principal, of our White Fish Lake 
School, had obtained from the Provincial Government of 
Alberta about hay fields, other than those hanéied over 
to the Metis Colony which has been organizede 


For your information I may say that I wrote to the 
Alberta Government in this matter on May 3, and forwarded 
a copy of my letter to Dr. McGill, Director of your Depart- 
mente The enclosed reply was received on May 15th. As 
4t left the matter still undecided I wrote again to Mre 
Cathcart and ascertained that he hai been able to locate 
a hay supply about the same dietance from the School, but 
outside the area set apart for the Metis Colony and hed 
forwarded a request to our Bishop of Athabasca (The Right 
Reverend Dr. A-H. Sovereign) at Peace River, where the 
Land Office is located, to find out if the School could secure 
their hay from that sources In this connexion Bishop 
Sovereign wrote to me as follows on June 23rd last:- 


“Wr. Cathcart hae not been able to get very much 
satisfaction from the Metis Colony but he has found 
another area north of the big Whitefish Leake. This 
is about the same distance from the Missione I have 
been down to the Land Office in Peace River to see 
about it and everything seems fairly clear in regard 
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to ite There were one or two mistakes in his application 
and I have sent them back for correction and when they are 
returned next week I hope that the Mission can be supplied 
for some time to come with sufficient hay for the stocke 
The representative of the Metis Golony was quite unreason- 
abbde in his demands and would only give the lease for one 
yeare When given any authority, they do not seem to know 
how to use it reasonablye” 


While it would appear from the above that satisfactory 
arrangements can be made for securing the hay required, the 
members of our Commission still feel, as I pointed out in my 
letter to Dr. McGill on May 3rd, that the lend attached to our 
White Pieh-Lake School should be increased from the 84 acres 
it now embodies to at least half a section, and preferably to 
a whole sections 


The Church of Emzland has faithfully served your wards 
in that part of the country so long that the members feel strongly 
they are entitled to more consideration than they have hitherto 
received at this centre in the way of new buildinge sand other 
improvementse Most of the buildings, which were put up many 
years ago with Church funds, are 80 old and so comfortless that 
I do not find it easy to offer staff appointments there to ary 
of the numerous applicants who look to me for an opening for 
service in our Church's Indian Residential Sclool worke 


It hes been one of my most earnest desires for some years 
to see a new school building at White Pieh Lake and another at 
Wabasca, and I would Willingly vacate ny present position in 
favour of a younger man if I saw these two most urgent neede 
suppliede

Some years ago your Department ruled that 
pupils who had begun their education in one school should not 
be transferred to another school, and as the two pupils in 
question were first enrolled at our St. Peter's School, and 
then transferred, by order of your Inspector to St. Andrew's 
School when St. Peter's School was closed, I can see no reason 
whatever why they should not be obliged to return at once to 
that institution. 


If they are still at home the mother's reason 
for not returning them on account of the distance, can hardly 
be accepted as the school has four other Willier children in 
residence who come from a greater distance. These are John 
William Noe 100; George Joseph Noe 106; Agnes no. 0107; 
and Clara Ilo. 0108. 

If they have been admitted to the St. Bruno 
R. C. School, an order should be given immediately for their 
transfer to the St. Andrew's School where they rightly belong, 
and steps taken to fully establish responsibility for their 
delay in returning at the appointed.time.

“Last year about November I wrote to 
your Indian Agent at Driftpile, N. P. L'Heureux, 
with regard to one of our boys living at Sucker 
who had not returned to school, No. 98 - Pat 
Willier - age 15. When St. Peter's was closed 
he was transferred to this residential school by 
orders. I told the agent I was willing to pay 
all expenses to this school, but I got no answer. 
I think a polite letter needs an answer of some 
kind. I also wrote to the parents, but got no 
answer from then. Since then I have heard that 
he was put into the R.C. school at Joussard. 
This kind of thing to me is out of all order, 
and I feel that it is not just to our school. 
Your Department authorized the placing of this 
boy in our school in the year 1932." 


Please let me have a report regarding Pat 
Willier. If he is in the Joussard Residential School, 
you might let me know his register number.

Replying to your letter of the 50th ultimo, 
your file 151-10-10 with regard to the comp nt 
made by the Principal of Whitefish Lake Ipdian Re- 
gidential School about about Pat Willier’No. 98. 


The Principal's letter is dated October lst 
and was received here on the 10th. On the 17th I 
wrote to the boy's parents and sent to the Principal 
the duplicate copy of the letter without any other 
form of acknowledgement. I have not received yet 
a reply from the parents although i again wrote to 
them on Nove 5th. 


The facts of the case are that the boy's mother, 
a widow, married Louis John Callio who with his wife, 
now are recognized as professing the Roman Catholic 
faith. 


The distance from the boy's home to the White- 
fish Lake School is of some 40 miles, while the Joussard 
Residential School is only 8 miles away. 


Pat Willier is in the Joussard Residential 
Scwool but not as a grant-earning pupil. He is there 
under an arrangement between the boy's step-father and 
the Principal, presumably at the Mission's expense.

Ominayak, I wish to thank you and the Dept for the considera- 
tion given in his case@« I assure you that I appreciate it very 
much. 

In reference to your letter re Helen Mona Grey of 
Jane 24th I am returning the forms in triplicate signed by Head- 
man Jimmy Grey as per your request. The child is a grandaughter 
of his and he is its guardian. The mother is Emily Greys the 
wife of Joe Cunningham and she has lost her ticket so that I 
cannot give you that information. This is all I can find out 
about Helen Mona Greys I might say that as Joe Cunningham is 
Emily Grey's husband, Helen lives there 4 good deal of the time 
and goes under the name of Cunningham also. I hope this infor- 
mation will be of some help in what you wish for in tracing her 
throught the ticket numbers « 


In reference to yours of Jan. 24th re Jack Adams, 
I cannot obtain information from anyone about whom the parents 
are. None seems to know or wishes to tell. All I know is that 
the child was adopted by the grand mother, Louisa Adams, 465 an 
infant and raised by her and is of her treaty ticket Noe 17. 
As to having the forms filled in and signed in triplicate I can- 
not see how that is possible as Prairie Lake is forty miles from 
here and I am not making that trip every day. The child was sent 
in by a half-breed and I paid him for his work and also paid him 
to take one copy of an application form as you mx only asked for 
one copy previously. No one is ther that I can get the forms 
filled in through and you noticed the way the way invhich the 
other one was returned. I cannot understand why I should be re- 
quired to dig up the buried past when the child has been recei- 
ving treaty for some years. His history ought to be on the books 
Tt would think to justify the treaty paid each year. Please let 
me know as soon as possible about it as the child has already 
been in here since October (as to the one form being sufficient 
for this time). 


Enclosed please find the application forms in tri- 
plicate for Rosina Phyllis Grey, No. 86 who was brought into 


the schoOlecece 
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the school a few days ago- Since her husband left her some 
months ago, the mother is just travelling around from one 

friend to amother and is not ina position to provide even 

the necessities for the young one in order to keep it well. 

I wuld appreciate your care of this matter with the Department. 
I cannot of course obtain a medical certificate from the Doc- 
tor at present but our nurse (Mrse Be Sadler) has examined the 
child and found it to be in good health.

The Board had under consideration a memorandum 
from the Honoureble the Minister of Mines and Resources 
reporting: 


"THAT funds, to the amount of fifty thousand 
dollars, are included in the 1949-50 Estimates, Indien 
sducation Vote, Indian Affairs Branch, Department of 
Mines and Resources, to commence the construction of 
a 100 pupilage residential school at Hay Lakes, Fort 
Vermilion Indian-areréy in the Province of Alberta; 


THAT the need for a residential school at 
Hay Lakes has been known for some years and has been 
established by an educational survey; 


HAT it has not been possible to previously 
plan the erection of this school for these Indians 
because of its extreme isolation and inaccessibility; 


THAT with the completion of the Grimshaw 
Highway it is now possible to provide transportation 
by truck to within sixty miles of the school and by 
tractor train for the remainder of the way; 


THAT as these Indians are Roman Catholics, 
it is intended to operate this residential school 
under the auspices of this denomination; 


THAT the Bishop concerned, through 'La 
Corporation Episcopale Catholique Romaine de Grouard', 
has offered to erect this school on a cost basis; 


THAT 'La Corporation Episcopale Catholique 
Romaine de Grouard' has previously erected five church- 
owned residential schools in Northern Alberta; 


THAT Section 36 of the Public Works Act, 
Chapter 166, R.S.C., 1927, provides, in part, as 
follows; 


‘Whenever any works are to be executed under 
the direction of any Department of the Government 
the Minister having charee of such Department shall 
invite tenders by public advertisement for the execution 
of such works except in cases (a) of pressing emergency 
in which delay would be injurious to the public interest." 


THAT it is considered that the construction of 
this school to provide much needed educational facilities 
for these very primitive Indians is of pressing emergency 
and within the exception provided in Section 36 above 
recited and further, it is considered that the work can 
be expeditiously and economically executed by 'La 
Corporation Episcopale Catholique Romaine de Grouerd', 
who are familiar with building conditions in isolated 
and northern areas;

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THAT including materiel, transportation, building 
costs and unforeseen contingencies the estimated amount 
required for this pbuilding will be approximately one 
hundred and seventy-five thousand dollers;

THAT in view of the fact that the contractor 
is a Roman Catholic Episcopal Sorporation, & nominal 
sum acceptable to the undersigned be regarded as good 
and sufficient security deposit as required by Section 
16 (1) of the Public Works Act; 

The undersigned, therefore, recommends that 
authority be granted for the expenditure of the funds 
necessary for the construction of the aforesaid 
buildings and for the award of a contract to 'La 
Corporation Episcopale Catholique Romaine de Grouard' 
of McLennan, Alberta, on the basis of proven cost only 
of the completed buildings."

The contract for the construction of the 
Hay Lakes Residential School is now in the process of 
being signed. As you are aware, this school is being 
constructed by the R.C. Episcopale Corporation of Grouard 
on a straight cost basis. 


I have been advised that a Clerk of the 
Jorks will be appointed as soon as construction of the 
building begins. Im the meantime, progress payment 
forms have to be signed by the local Indian Superintendent. 


I suggested to Father Beuglet that these 
forms be signed by the Indian Superintendent at Fort 
Vermillion, in which agency the building is situated. I 
have just received a reply received from him reading as 
follows: 


" We understand that the Clerk of Works is the 
Local Indian ‘uperintendent who would be for Hay Lakes the 
Indian Cuperintendent of Fort Vermilion.

I am pleased that the Bishop's suggestion 
can be adapted without adding to the cost, since the overall 
expenditure set out in the Agreement between the Roman Catholic 
Episcopal Corporation of Grouard and the Crown, is the limit to 
which the Department is prepared to go, 


The Director of Indian Affairs has concurred 
in the revision to the structure, and it will therefore be in 
order for you to advise Bishop Routhier accordingly,

A reasonable cost was estimated to be $150,000.00 with 
a contingency allowance of 10%, The total thus reached of 
$165,000.00, was the limit to which Departmental contribution was 
to have been made, 


Authority from Council, the Agreement with La Corporation 
Episcopal Catholique Romaine de Grouard, and the payment of all 
accounts during construction, were responsibilities assumed by 
Indian Affairs. 


Diseussing the matter with Col. Neary this morning, it 
was le 2ned that authority from Council to Indian Affairs ermits* 
— the expendi ture of Departmental funds to the amount of $175,000,00, 


Dealing with the request ef Bishop Routhier received from 
Father Plourde the matter of elimineting dormers, and as an alter- 
native increasing the height of the upper floor slightly so that 
the roof overhang will be aboué the top of second storey windows, 
raises no structural problem, and since the heating equipment os 
designed,has sufficient capacity to take care of the additional 
volume that will be produced in the building, the change should 
make no difference to the total cost, 


Major MacKay was contacted by telephone this morning and 
stated to your Chief Architect, that he was satisfied with any 
arrangement that was considered advisable by this Branch, Father

River and a residential school at Hay Lakes.

I would be 
glad to have specific details as our application 
forms require that children being admitted to 
residential schools must be medically examined before 
entering, as grant earning pupil se 
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I hope that the above information 
Clarifies the situation in particular about 
Upper Hay River and Hay Lakes.

I have received some caplaints in con- 
nection with an Indian residential school which is being duiit 
at Hay Lake. My information is uhav the Indians in the Fort 
Vermilion Superintendency, who would be served by this schools 
wouid mucn prefer to have «wo day schools built - one at the 
Post at the Upper Hey River Settlement, where I am told there 
are about 200 Indians, and the other at the Settlement at Fay 
Lake. TI am told that these echools could be built et these 
points out of local logs at a cost of $7,000.00 to $8,000.00 
per room as has been done at other points in Alberta. 


I understand that the projected residential 
school is to be at the Yiesion at Gun River, some eight miles 
from the present Indian Settlement and that far from the Highway» 
which makes it very inaccessible. I am also told that there are 
136 children of school age and that the residential school as 
projected will only accomodate 80. 


Would you be good enough to give me any 
other informtion you have in connection with the school sit- 
uation of the Fort Vermilion Superintendency and the reasons 
why a residential echool is being put up there in place of day 
schools, and particularly why it is being placed in such an 
apparently awkward spot. 


One other camplaint I have had is that 
children with T. B. are being admitted to the residential 
echool at Fort Vermilion and thereby the disease is being spread.

We have received a copy of Mr. Indian Superintendent 
Walker's letter of April 19 concerning medical services at Hay 
Lakes. We have also noted Mr. Walker's comments with regard to the 
construction of an Indian Residential School at that point. 


As you are aware, the services of the provincial 
School Inspector were employed to make an educational survey of this 
area. In his report he recommended the establishment of «4 residen- 
tial school at Hay Lakes and in having the school erected, it is felt 
we are following his advice. His report reads in part as follows: 


"With these four classrooms and other necessary 
teaching rooms this area should be serviced with boarding 
facilities for the pupile as it does not appear possible to 
operate a day school, or a number of day schools in the area. 
The dormitory space required will be the usual for this number 
ef children. Included in the dormitory should be rooms where 
the children may work or play if it is not sufficiently close 
te the school. The usuel plumbing fixtures should be installed 
as well as facilities for giving 8 steam bath.” 


Would you please draw the above to the attention of 
Mr. Walker. I would also suggest that you discuss his comments with 
Dr. Stone as it is felt that we are following professional edvice 
in having a residential school erected at Hay Lakes.
